“What we're hoping is the 
bombs stop and the shooting 
stops,” she says, but the protest- 
ing will continue. “We want the 
military presence to be substan- 
tially less. We really want our 
military out.” 

Backman says because of 
other antiwar activities and 
peace rallies that members of 
this group try to attend, they're

| Three grade levels at High Plain Elementary 
School are expected to have too many students 
per teacher in the fall, and some parents are ask- 
| ing the School Committee to redistrict their 
| neighborhood. 

The town underwent redistricting just last 
| year, before opening two new schools — High 
Plain and Wood Hill Middle School - in West 
Andover. 

But five parents who attended Tuesday's com- 
mittee meeting said the new district lines put too 
many households in the High Plain district. That 
will create third-grade and fifth-grade classrooms 
with at least 27 students and an average first 
grade class size of 23.5 students, according to 
administrators’ projections. 

Those numbers are above target class sizes, 
and the parents said district lines should change 
again to shift some children into the town’s other 
elementary schools. Sanborn and South schools 
are projected to have only one overenrolled class- 
room each, Bancroft will have one or two and 
West Elementary will have none. 

“Should one school shoulder the burden of 
high class sizes?” asked Margaret Smith, who has 
a son and daughter at High Plain. “Shouldn't it be 
shared equally? I know money is tight, but is this 
acceptable?” 

Smith noted that when Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach began the budget-cutting process earlier 
this year, she pledged to follow parents’ stated 
priority of keeping class sizes small at the ele- 
mentary level. Specialized physical education, 
health and other courses were cut instead of reg- 
ular classroom teachers. 

But School Committee members said they 
were reluctant to return to the lengthy and 
painstaking redistricting process so soon, and 
Bach said it was too early to know exactly how 
many students would enroll at High Plain by the 

| time school starts in September. 

Bach proposed allowing some parents to 
transfer their children to another school with 
smaller classes. For example, a few third-graders 
could move to Sanborn School, where the pro-

jected average third-grade class size is only 19.7 | 


students. 

But that process should not begin until 
August, when Bach will have a better idea of how 
many students in each grade have moved into and 
out of each school’s area, she said. Otherwise, 
unexpected changes in enrollment figures could 
create even more lopsided class sizes. 

“You're getting rid of a bubble over here, but 
you're creating a bubble over there,” Business 
Administrator Bernard Tuttle said. 

In response to parent concerns that waiting 
until August wouldn’t leave enough time for the 
schools and families to fix the enrollment prob- 
lem, member Tony James tried to suggest a com- 
promise. 

James was instructing High Plain Principal 
Brenda O’Brien to find families that would be 
willing to move to another school in the event 


that numbers made small-scale school swapping | 


necessary. O’Brien agreed that it was a good idea, 
but Chairwoman Tina Girdwood pointed out that 
the superintendent had recommended no action. 

In the next two years, none of the elementary 
schools will have more than one overenrolled 
grade, according to the projections. 

Smith and other parents drew attention to a 
number of large apartment complexes planned 
for the High Plain area, which could bring in 
more new families and more students. But it is 
unclear when the complexes will be built, and 
new homes, especially small apartments, are usu- 
ally not the source of higher enrollment numbers, 
Tuttle said. 

One of the parents, Denise Nash, said in gen- 
eral she supported the idea of transferring a few 
students to other schools, but not if the students’ 
brothers and sisters had to stay at High Plain, as 
Bach proposed. 

“I don’t want to be a PTO mom at one school 
and PTO mom at another school,” said Nash, 
whose two children are in first grade and 
preschool. 

The School Committee did not vote on Bach’s 
proposal, but put further discussion of enrollment 
figures off to an unspecified future meeting.

New head after Town Meeting?

A plan to change School 
Committee officers after Town 
Meeting could lead to shorter 
meetings and less public partici- 
pation at meetings. 

School Committee member 
Christopher Smith, a vocal critic 
of meeting lengths and the lack 
of parliamentary procedure at 
meetings, said there were infor- 
mal discussions of changing the 


‘chairwoman’s position after 


Town Meeting every year. It is a 
practice currently followed by 
selectmen. 


Member Tony James said this 
week the meetings run too long 
and wear out committee mem- 
bers and residents in the audi- 
ence. “We schedule far too many 
items and too many repetitive 
items,” he said. 

James said aiming for 90- 
minute meetings and sometimes 
going as long as two hours was 
appropriate. This week’s meet- 
ing ran closer to three hours, and 
meetings have been known to 
run longer than four hours, or 
past 11:30 p.m. 

Smith said the chairwoman or 
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man should control the meetings 
and that if 40 people showed up, 
perhaps only five to seven 
should be allowed to speak. 
Smith said if he, James or 
new member Art Barber were 
voted to run the meetings there 
would be changes. Barber nomi- 
nated Smith to be chairman at 
the last meeting, but Smith 
declined in the interest of provid- 
ing continuity to the meetings 
until Town Meeting. Barber said 
he has not decided whether he 
would repeat his nomination. 
The next School Committee 
meeting is scheduled for Tues- 
day, May 6, after Town Meeting. 


School lunch 
prices climb

Parents at all schools will see 
a 50-cent increase in school 
lunches next year. Schools Busi- 
ness Manager Bernie Tuttle said 
the 2003-04 school budget was 
put together with the expectation 
of a lunch increase. The superin- 
tendent’s preliminary budget 
stated the administration expect- 
ed to raise $50,000 with the 
higher lunch prices. 

The current food and paper 
contract will have to be renegoti- 
ated for next year and Tuttle 
expects a significant increase in 
cost. Food services are also pur- 
chasing a new freezer for Doher- 
ty Middle School. 

The increase comes in a year 
of other fee increases. Children 
in grades 7 to 12 will pay a bus 
fee for riding the bus in the com- 
ing year. Tuttle said comparable 
programs in other districts 
charged $200 to 250 per student. 

Tuttle said these bus riders 
would need some sort of identifi- 
cation card to get onto buses next 
year. These would prove the stu- 
dent had paid and belonged on 
the bus. School Committee 
member Art Barber asked if an 
electronic ID card that allowed 
students to pay for lunch and bus 
services was possible. Superin- 
tendent Claudia Bach said stu- 
dent IDs might be adopted in 
Andover in the near future for 
security purposes.

not get sent to Iraq now that the 
major fighting is finished, but he 
may get called up to fill in for 
troops in Bosnia or Kosovo.

back to one building and 115 
units during nonbinding media- 
tions between the town and the 
developer.

“My opinion is that if it’s 
rescinded the town would face 
substantial problems,” he said, 
adding his opinion is limited to 
the circumstances of this partic- 
ular situation. 

“It’s about PAZ trying to pull 
this town back into this dispute. 
The town should not let PAZ do 
that,” said Kevin O'Flaherty, 
lawyer for Avalon Bay. 

O'Flaherty said the article is 


asking the town to walk away 
from its agreements. 

“It’s illegal, what PAZ is ask- 
ing the town to do,” he said. 
“There is a fundamental issue of 
fairness and a fundamental issue 
of due process. 

“I don’t think the Town 
Meeting intent is relevant,” 
O'Flaherty said. 

“Approval of this article 
would be unjust and subject the 
town to costs,” said Selectman 
John Hess. 

Hess said he was on the 
board during the Avalon discus- 
sions. “I felt like we, the Board 
of Selectmen, were held 
hostage,” said Hess. “We were 
held hostage to the fact that that 
was the only way we were going 
to get reduced units.” 

“I agree that we have a 
democracy, that we have laws,” 
Hess said, before making a 
motion to recommend disap- 
proval of the PAZ article. 

“It’s with reluctance,” said

Lyman added she didn’t like 
the way O'Flaherty spoke about 
the situation or the people 
involved.

Andover will use fewer street 
Sweepers this year to save 
money. Though the change 
means it will take longer for all 
streets to be cleaned, the town is 
adopting a new approach that 
should help the town sweep 
more streets each week than 
expected. 

Because the town will avoid 
paying overtime and will not 
hire street-sweeping contractors 
~ reducing the number of 
sweeping vehicles on Andover 
roads from four to two — Depart- 
ment of Public Works Director 
Jack Petkus claims $20,000 will 
be saved. 

Though the town will see 
fewer sweepers, Petkus Says 
Andover has a plan to get 48 
hours per week out of each 
Sweeper without having to put 
up the cost of eight hours over- 
time.

posed changes to conversion bylaws 
mapped out in Article 49. 

Residents voiced their concerns and Abi- 
gail O’ Hara purposed a number of possible 
amendments for the committee to consider 
on April 7. But O'Hara said there were also 
other flaws in the article, offering possible 
loopholes that needed to be addressed for 
some residents to feel comfortable voting 
for the changes at Town Meeting. 

After reviewing the suggested amend- 
ments presented by O'Hara on behalf of 
several downtown residents, the Housing 
Partnership Committee decided to invest 
more time into the preparation of their con- 
version article before it hits Town Meeting.

Conversions done com- 
pletely inside existing houses would not 
have been obliged to provide any afford- 
able housing units 

Members from both parties said they are 
willing to start working on next year’s pro- 
posal in the weeks following this year’s 
Town Meeting. 

“There was a nice, healthy dialogue 
between the Housing Partnership Commit- 
tee, staff and the residents of downtown,” 
said Planning Director Steve Colyer.

Thanks to the constant report- 
ing over the airways, the Lynch- 
es almost always know what the 
next threats will be. As the heavy 
fighting comes to a close, the 
Lynches’ worries are turning 
more to suicide/homicide 
bombers, than to the risks of 
conventional warfare. But there 
are still times they do worry. 

“You have to live your life as 
best you can, but it’s really hard 
not to go to those dark places,” 
says Connie Lynch. 

Joe Lynch, a Vietnam veteran 
who was awarded the Silver Star 
and Purple Heart, says the cover- 
age makes dealing with war eas- 


- ier for him, because he can see 


the military’s plan. 

“We have to stay positive 
here. Their mission is clearly 
defined, unlike in Vietnam,” he 
says. “Knowing what he’s up 
against, I’m not concerned about 
the odds anymore, but about the 
unknown.” 

While Connie is currently at 
home, and keeps one ear to the 
TV, Joe Lynch gets a break from 
the tube when he goes to work as 
the manager of a Lynn transfer 
station that processes 1,000 tons 
of solid waste daily. His break? 
He listens to the news on the

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radio all day. 

The Lynches also rely on 
reporting they can read online. A 
reporter is embedded with their 
son’s unit and her reports can be 
read online. Either relief or anxi- 
ety can result from the reports — 
or from the lack of 
them. 

“Sometimes she is 
too quiet and my mind 
starts going. I have rea- 
sons for concern,” 
admits Connie Lynch, 
who as a military wife 
for 23 years helped 
dozens and dozens of 
other wives handle the * 
stress of having a hus- 
band on active duty. 
Now, however, with all 
the information available, it’s a 
whole new world for military 
families. 

“I couldn't name two places 
when (Joe) was in Vietnam. You 
tuned in once a week,” she says. 
“I know every little village in 
Iraq. It’s almost overload.” 

She knows it can be 
unhealthy to spend too much 
time watching the coverage. 

What is healthy, however, is 
sending care packages to Chris 
Lynch and his troops, which Joe 
and Connie Lynch do regularly. 
Remembering the value of mag- 
azines from his time in Vietnam, 
Joe Lynch sends his son every- 
thing he gets his hands on. 

“I’m sending him boating 
magazines because I know there 
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must be someone there with that 
interest,” says Joe Lynch, who 
then laughs. “I just send him 
everything.” 

Letters from the front have 
been slow to come to families, 
but because of the TV coverage 
the Lynches have been 
able to see their son or 
| his unit on TV twice so 
far. Recently, they saw 
a report on negotiations 
with local leaders and 
saw Chris Lynch’ com- 
; mander and others sit- 
ting down to a big 
meal. They knew Chris 
" had to be there too. The 

first time they saw him 

was before the war 

started, when Chris 
Lynch’s unit was training in 
urban warfare in Kuwait. 

“We could see him. They 
talked to him. He had all his 
troops and they were going in, 
(practicing) taking houses,” said 
Joe Lynch. 

The Lynches have a “Chris 
light,” an electric light that will 
burn in their window until Chris 
comes home. (The light is called 
that because the mother who 
invented it had a son named 
Chris.) They also have a Blue 
Star on their door, signifying 
that they have a son on active 
duty. And, like the other parents 
of soldiers in Iraq, they have 
constant media reports to keep 
them informed of what’s going 


on in Iraq.

“I didn’t feel like I got a fair 
shake,” said Hancock, a Haver- 
hill resident whose mother lives 
at the property at 28 Boston 
Road. “We'll let the judge make 
the decision.” 

Hancock, a former Andover 
resident, said he ran his land- 
scaping and snow-plowing busi- 
ness from the home for 20 years 
without complaints from neigh- 
bors — until last year. 

He plans to plead hardship, 


Andover kin fear for ma

Harold and Helen Little have 
a two-hour drive to visit their 
adult son Matthew “Mickey” 
Soucie Sr. in a Maine hospital. 
But the trip doesn’t keep them, 
or their daughter Carol Guidry, 
another town resident, from 
making the trip. 

“He’s fighting his own little 
war. I couldn’t do it,” say Guidry, 
one of Soucie’s eight siblings. 

Soucie lies in a hospital bed 
with a rare disease known as 
Guillain-Barre Syndrome at the 
Maine Medical Center in Port- 
land. 

When a patient has Guillain- 
Barre Syndrome, his body’s 
immune system attacks from 
inside, causing damage to the 
nervous system. In severe cases 
like Soucie’s the patient is 
almost completely paralyzed and 
hooked up to life support. On 
Jan. 13, Soucie was diagnosed 
with Guillain-Barre Syndrome. 
While there is no cure, full 
recovery is possible. Soucie’s 
recovery could be months or 
even years away. 

Soucie was living in Wells, 
Maine with his wife, Jane, when 
he fell victim to the disease. His 
two children, Matthew Jr. and 
Luke, also live in Maine along 
with his grandson, Ashton. The 
rest of his family, scattered 
throughout New England, strives 
to make weekly visits. 

Guidry says the family 
thought her brother had the flu 
around Christmas, and they now 
believe that was the start of his 
disease. 

“It took right over him. He 
looks like he’s a young child 
now,” says Guidry. “He can’t 
move. Whatever he has to do, 
someone has to do for him.” 

She says it’s emotional to see 
the brother she nicknamed “lum-

asking the court to grant him a 
variance from town zoning 
restrictions because of his long 
presence and his service to the 
town, he said. 

Hancock plows roads for the 
town every winter and is mailed 
a paycheck at the Boston Road 
address, indicating tacit 
approval for the business, he has 
argued. 

But Peter Spollett, a member 
of a group of neighbors who 
brought the business to the 
town's attention last fall, 
described the legal appeal as a 
delaying tactic designed to allow 
Hancock to continue operating. 

“It’s due process and he has a 
right to appeal,” Spollett said. 
“He'll probably be there for a 
couple years, if we don’t think 
of something.” 

“Were getting screwed,” he 
added. “You've got a guy who's 
not a resident, he’s not paying 
taxes, he’s running an illegal 
business, and he’s getting paid 
by the town to do work for

them.” 

Spollett’s group of 15 house- 
holds will probably hire a 
lawyer to fight the appeal, he 
said. Town Counsel Thomas 
Urbelis took over the case from 
the Zoning Board after Hancock 
filed suit, zoning board member 
Pamela H. Mitchell said. 

Neighbors have complained 
to the town for years that Han- 
cock’s employees park as many 
as four or five trucks on or near 
the property, Spollett said. The 
road has no sidewalks, and 
parked trucks sometimes make 
it impossible for pedestrians and 
delivery vehicles to pass, he 
said. 

When the business was 
smaller neighbors did not mind 
its presence as much, they have 
said. 

But Hancock now uses large 
diesel trucks that fill the air with 
fumes, damage neighbors’ prop- 
erty and endanger children 
walking to and from their school 
bus stop, Spollet charged.

berjack” in his current condition. 
She says the disease is painful 
and frustrating. 

“It's hard to understand him. 
Sometimes it’s clear and some- 
times it’s not. It’s just so hard to 
see him like that,” she says. 

Guidry says her brother has a 
long rehabilitation process to go 
through and the family is doing 
its best to keep up his spirits. She 
says last week he went outside 
for the first time since his hospi- 
talization began. 

“It was so nice to see that 
smile,” she says. 

Guidry says another of her 
brothers, Clayton Soucie, has 
always known just what to do 
when it came to Mickey Soucie, 
and he still does even in times 
like these. 

“They have a bond that goes 
way back,” she says. “In times 
like this it’s so sweet it almost 
makes me cry when I see them 
together.” 

Clayton Soucie brought a 
fishing pole to the hospital on 
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one of his recent visits. Guidry 
says the two of them love the 
outdoors. “They're making plans 
now to go hunting and fishing, 
believe it or not,” she says. 

Clayton Soucie, also a 
Lawrence police officer, has 
vivid memories of his brother 
always being active and full of 
life. According to him the two of 
them having been fishing part- 
ners since childhood. 

“He’s just got to have some- 
thing to look forward to.” he 
says. “Even if I have to cast the 
rod for him.” 

Tammy Davis, another sister 
in the family, says their visits 
always end up lasting longer 
than planned. “Forty-five-minute 
stays turn into five hours,” she 
says. 

She describes the experience 
of watching a loved one struggle 
with Guillain-Barre Syndrome 
as devastating and says she can’t 
believe this is happening to her 
brother. 

“It’s been a lot of stress,”

Connie is used to taking young military wives 
under her wing. W hen Joe was a platoon 
sergeant, like his son is now, she has 40 men’s 
families to worry about. 

“We'd have girls new to the military. They did- 

n’t even know how to write a check and their hus- 

band had gone out in the field for 30 days,” she- 
says. So she taught them the ropes. 

“That's what the military is all about. There's 
a strong sense of taking care of one another,” says 
Connie. 

That sense certainly infected Joe. When he 
talks about his i he ends up expressing his 
concem for the guys under his son’s command 
who may be seeing action for the first time. In 
fact, he talks more about them than his son. Why? 

“Because it was drilled into me when I was a 
sergeant. You take care of your troops. You find 
out everything about them, what their needs are. 
Because if their needs are satisfied, then their 
head will be in the mission,” says Joe. 

Joe Lynch mails just about every magazine he 
gets to his son, because he remembers how much 
he himself valued reading material when he was 
in Vietnam. 

And, because this sense of community was 
drilled into him, Joe also found himself picking 
up the phone to offer his knowledge to families 
like the Freidbergs. 

The Lynchs can share their experience, telling 
young families, for instance, about how to get a 
check- up through the military. But they can also 
tell them that it’s OK to eat out, or go see a movie 
without feeling guilty. 

“Those are the things you have to do,” says 
Connie. “You can’t just stay home and curl up in 
a ball — even though you feel like doing that now 
and then.” 

Joe Lynch, a Silver Star awardee who was spit 
on when he returned, wounded, from Vietnam , is 
pleased with the support he sees the troops get- 
ting. “You can’t turn the clock back. You can just 
do what you can for these guys,” says Joe. “When 
a community cares, and just does little things for 
them, (it makes a difference).” 

Andover residents including the Lynches seem 
to be making a difference with the military net- 
work.

I am writing to help bring 
attention to the negative rami- 
fications Town Meeting pri- 
vate warrant Article 56 will 
have on my property and 
other neighboring properties if 
it is passed. Passing this arti- 
cle will rezone 173 High St. 
from a Single Resident zone 
to an Apartment zone. 

It is important for towns- 
people to understand some 
facts about the land at 173 
High St. and the surrounding 
neighborhood. A developer 
from Tewksbury, Highview 
LLC, had recently proposed 
to purchase 173 High St. This 
offer to purchase had been 
made pending needed zoning 
relief. This is all a matter of 
public record. The developer 
had submitted a proposal to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
Stating its intention to pur- 
chase and build a 10-unit 
complex there. This develop- 
er’s desire to build a multi- 
unit complex at 173 High St. 
is the real catalyst for this zon- 
ing-change request. 

While it may be under- 
Standable that a developer

My proper- 
ty is directly behind 173 High 
St. To enter or exit my proper- 
ty I have to use a shared drive- 
way with 173. Before buying 
my property I went to Town 
Offices to verify zoning 
because I had concerns over 
the shared driveway.

While my support for our 
troops in Iraq will always be 
staunch and unwavering, the 
invasion and occupation of 
another sovereign nation that 
does not constitute an immi- 
nent threat must be con- 
demned. 

The conflict is both illegal 
and unjust.

1980-1988 Iraq-Iran war. The 


| US did nothing when Hussein 


used chemical weapons to sup- 


|press Kurdish tribesman in 


northern Iraq in 1988. It also 
did nothing in 1991 when 
political uprisings against Hus- 
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sein, inspired in part by then 
President George Bush, were 
brutally suppressed by the 
Republican Guard using 
weapons and helicopters 
retained under the terms of 
surrender following the 1991] 
Gulf War. Belatedly, the US 
and Great Britain unilaterally 
established “no-fly” zones to 
protect the Kurdish and the 
Shi'ite enclaves. 

The principles and values 
upon which our great nation 
was founded have been deni- 
grated and cast aside by a 
small group of unelected and 
ideologically motivated indi- 
viduals who advised the presi- 
dent to proceed with military 
action. The rule of law has, 
until now, been the bedrock 
principle guiding our govern- 
ment in its activities.

They are going to lose 
about 35 people in all, and more 
than 20 teachers. Those numbers are 
alarming, and there are three prima- 
ry reasons why we are at this point 
The foremost reason for the 
schools’ distress is the town manag 
er and the superintendent do not like 
each other and do not work together 
The evidence to this is found in the 
circus of the proposed furloughs 
Superintendent Claudia Bach 
announced them to the unions only 
hours before she announced them 
publicly. She assured the unions and 
School Committee she would go 
forward only if the town side had a 
similar plan for its nonessential 
(non-police and fire) personnel. That 
was on a Tuesday. The town manag- 
er’s budget came out that Friday 
with no hint of a furlough, which he 
quickly dismissed, with Finance 
Committee chairwoman Joanne 
Marden’s agreement, that they were 
“unsustainable.” At that point, Tom 
Meyers, teachers union president 
saw he was being asked to accept a 
situation no one else was, so he 
declined the plan too. Bach then 
withdrew it. Then the fire chief 
ripped the superintendent, and now 
Christopher Smith has ripped Mey 
ers. The only thing missing are the 
three rings and a calliope 
Wouldn't it have made more 
sense for Bach to call Town Manag- 
er Buzz Stapezynski and say “what 
do you think of this idea?” He then 
could have said “I don’t agree with 
that,” and she would not have made 
the proposal. But that doesn’t hap- 
pen in Andover, and the students are 
suffering for it 
The second issue, one that has 
seen almost no coverage at all, is the 
incredible mismanagement of the 
health insurance premiums by the 
town manager. Town leadership 
would like us to believe “there was 
nothing we could have done,’but 
let’s follow the money 
In FYO1, Andover spent approxi- 
mately $3.5 million in this account. 
and budgeted $3.7 million for FY02. 
In FY02, the town also put $1.3M in 
the compensation fund. This is a line 
in the budget that is used to fund 
upcoming contract settlements and 
other contractual perks that town 
contracts contain. In FY03, the town 
reported it spent $4 million in FY02 
in health premiums, and so budgeted 
for $4.3M for FY03, which seems 
prudent, doesn’t it? But the reality is 
that much more than $4 million was 
actually spent in FY02, which 
makes the $4.3M budget laughably 
low. Why do you suppose this 
occurred? Perhaps to give the illu 
sion the town was “living within its 
means” while the schools pursued 
an override? It’s the gamesmanship 
of the town manager who pursues 
the town-side interests single-mind-

his next mail call. Andover’s 
Cub Scout Pack 79 has shipped 
him 12 boxes of food and goods, 
which Casey said he would dis- 
tribute to US soldiers and Iraqi 
civilians alike. 

The kids sent homemade 
cookies, fudge, peanut brittle, 
popcorn and other snacks. They 
also sent stationary, magazines, 
soap, wipes, batteries, eye 
drops, sunglasses, Chapstick, 
and other items from a recom- 
mended list by Operation Shoe- 
box, an effort started by a mili- 
tary mom in Florida. 

The Andover Scouts sent 
cards and self-addressed, 
stamped envelopes in case the 
Marines had time to mail them 
back. 

Scout dad and Lexington 
police Lieutenant Mike O’Con- 
nell suggested to parents that the 
pack do something to help the 
troops, and he knew of one 
marine who would distribute the 
goods. 

“I've known Mark Casey all 
his life,” said O’Connell, who 
works with Casey’s dad and 
uncle in Lexington. Lance Cor- 
poral Casey is a Lexington resi- 
dent and 2002 graduate of Lex- 
ington High School. He was in 
the Civil Air Patrol in high 
school and worked summers at a 
local golf course. He is now a 
rifleman in the Marine infantry. 
“He went from high school to 
war,’ said father Chris Casey. 

Chris Casey says he was 
overwhelmed by the generosity 
of the Andover parents and kids. 
He said having a child in harm’s 
way was something that resonat- 
ed with parents, and many peo- 
ple had shown his family sup- 
port. “He said he would need to 
requisition a Humvee to move 
the boxes,” said Casey. 

The Bear and Webelo dens in 
Pack 79 range in age from 8 to 
11. The children went shopping 
with their parents and helped 
decide what to send the troops. 
“It is more meaningful for the 
boys to take active part in the 
community-service projects,” 
said den mom Jenny Macheras. 

O'Connell said people differ

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Pack 79 of St. Robert Bellarmine Parish in west Andover stand behind their work - 12 boxes of 
food and supplies for the troops serving in Iraq.

T’S A SPRING TRACK MEET in Andover. The 
[eee is cool, the sun is hot and Coach 

Art Iworsley’s normally soft-spoken 
voice booms across the long jump pits and 
echoes in the woods. 

Long straight legs flash down the runway 
and suddenly leap from it, explosively. Gold 
shirts circle the track and watch in anticipa- 
tion. 

Foul. 

The young athlete will go on to jump bet- 
ter than 19 feet and win the event against Bil- 
lerica, but now he’s just practicing and miss- 
ing his take-off mark. It is the third time this 
has happened, so Iworsley takes the boy 
aside for a talk. 

It’s talks like this that helped Iworsley 
recently to be inducted into the Massachu- 
setts State Track and Field Coaches Associ- 
ation Hall of Fame. He’s coached in 
Andover for 30 years and taught elementary 
physical education for three years more. 

The congratulatory phone call came the 
same week Andover’s elementary physical- 
education program won best program of the 
year, a double-barreled success for Iworsley. 
But the hall-of-fame recognition was per- 
sonal. Shortly after the call, he checked his 
caller ID to see if the call was legitimate. 
Then he asked his wife, High Plain Elemen- 
tary teacher Kathy Iworsley, if the call real- 
ly came. 

It put Iworsley with the likes of his 
Andover mentor, Dick Collins, and his 
Lawrence High School track coach, Ernie 
Perry, to name a few. Iworsley took his 
moment in the spotlight to mention the 
names of every coach he ever had or worked 
with, and the coaches he works with today. 

Iworsley says he knew he wanted to be a 
physical-education teacher and a coach as 
soon as he got to Lawrence High School. 
Sometimes he'll see his high-school physi- 
cal education teacher, Steve Perrichi, and tell 
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Coach Art Iworsley was recently inducted 
into the Massachusetts State Track and

him “Steve, the reason I'm a phys. ed 
teacher is because of you.”

With kit, Smith & Nephew bent on capturing joint-repair market

Smith & Nephew has introduced a 
new kit for repairing hurt knees, hoping 
to sew up even more joint-repair busi- 
ness before athletes — and their knees - 
get any older. 

The global healthcare company, 
whose endoscopic surgery unit is based 
in Minuteman Park, said the new kit 
will reduce operating times for a partic 
ular type of knee injury, helping over- 
taxed doctors and hospitals while reduc-

market share. “We fully expect to 
expand on that 40 percent,” said Joseph

specific targets. 

Physicians and therapists say menis- 
cal injuries are becoming slightly more 
common, both among active older 
adults and young athletes.

More young athletes, including more 
young women, are coming up lame 
from meniscal tears, as well as more 
adults whose relative inactivity can 
leave them more susceptible to injury. 

“(A joint) can be overused and dam- 
aged or it can be underused and dam- 
aged,” explained Cannon, who was 
injured 10 years ago. 

Since then, Cannon said doctors and 
companies have made tremendous 
strides in reducing the invasiveness of 
surgery required to repair such an 
injury, and more athletes are opting for 
surgical repairs to extend their careers. 

“Certainly, it’s not career-ending. | 


think it depends on the extent of the 
injury and the degree of desired recov- 
ery (whether you opt for surgery),” said 
Cannon, who is director of sports med- 
icine at the Northeast Rehabilitation 
Network of Salem, N.H. 

Smith & Nephew said its Fast-Fix 
AB system will allow doctors to 
implant one of the strongest type of 
patches for ligament repair without the 
broad incision traditionally needed for 
the implant. The Fast-Fix patch can be 
inserted in a “keyhole” incision no more 
than 7 millimeters wide, Stafford said. 
A polymer in the patch, in clinical trials, 
has been shown to absorb into a 
patient’s cartilage. 

The advantage, Stafford said, is 
patients spend less time in surgery and 
less time recovering, minimizing both 
costs and health risks.

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Eliminating Pesticides 


Keeping lawns healthy, 


By Thea Shapiro 

Keeping a lawn healthy 
without pesticides can take 
some time, but there are resi- 
dents taking this approach to 
lawn care. Rejecting the use of 
pesticides that pose a risk to 
children and pets, they are 
instead selecting hardy, deep- 
rooted strains of grass and 
organic products marketed to 
build healthy soil. 


Once an organic lawn has | 


been established, it will require 
less water to maintain accord- 
ing to the State Dept. of Envi- 
ronmental Protection. 

There is the added bonus 
that children and pets won’t be 
tracking pesticides indoors. 

According to the Northeast 
Organic Farming Association, 
most lawn pesticides found 
indoors have been carried 
there by shoes, paws, toys and 
air currents. Once inside, pesti- 
cides can linger on carpets, 
toys and in the air for months 
without sunlight to break them 
down. 

The Andover/North 
Andover League of Woman 
Voters and the Andover Board 
of Health and Water Depart- 
ments held a meeting in 
Andover last month to teach 
residents about organic lawn 
care. Here are some of the sug- 
gestions they offered: 


Keeping your lawn beautiful 

According to the pamphlet 
given out at the meeting in 
Andover, pesticides are not 
necessary for a beautiful lawn. 
In fact, they can do more harm 
than good. They kill the micro- 
bial life necessary for healthy 
soil and can kill pests’ natural 
enemies. The easiest and most 
cost-effective way to achieve a 
beautiful lawn is to work with 
nature. A healthy lawn needs 
nutrients and micro-rich soil to 
develop deep-rooted, dense 
turf that competes successfully 
with weeds. Dense turf is 
beautiful and low-mainte- 


» nance. It naturally resists 
| drought, insects and diseases. 


Basic lawn care 

Don’t cut the grass when it 
is shorter than three inches.

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Lawn Company in West New- 
bury, and one of the speakers 
at the Andover forum, says this 
accomplishes several things: It 
prevents annual weed seed 
from germinating by shading 
it. No light, no germination. It 
also allows for more leaf, 
shoot and rhizome (above 
ground lateral roots) growth. 
In the long run, it helps to 
thicken the turf. 

Here are some lawn care 
tips from Walsh: 

* Mow high, taking off no 
more than one third of the 
grass blade. Mowing, like 
pruning, is a shock to the sys- 
tem. Mowing more than one 
third at a time decreases photo- 
synthesis and stops root 
growth for as much as 28 days. 


* Mow frequently. 


* Keep the mower blade 
sharp. Dull blades can tear the 
plant tissue, leaving it more 
vulnerable to disease. 


* Return the clippings. This 
returns nitrogen to the grass 
and adds organic matter, and 
may help reduce weeds. 

* Water the lawn only when

Hiring a lawn service 

The Andover Board of 
Health also has some tips on 
hiring a lawn service: 


* Specify mowing high with 
a sharp blade. 


* Request corn gluten, a nat- 
ural root inhibitor. 


* Request organic fertilizer. 


* Beware if a lawn service 
claims a chemical application 
is safe. Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency regulations 
prohibit manufacturers from 
making pesticide safety 
claims. 


* Never allow unidentified 
products to be used on a lawn. 
Request safety information 
and read it before application. 
Chemicals listed as inert ingre- 
dients can be toxic. Many pes- 
ticides also persist in lawns 
and soil long after the posted 
24 to 72 hours.

* Ask for an organic pro- 
gram. 


Organic lawn care 

Walsh says an organic lawn 
can take up to three years to 
establish fully. Soil amend- 
ments such as compost and 
calcitic lime may be essential 
to help establish an organic 
lawn, especially if pesticides 
have been used previously. 
Soil testing can help determine 
what amendments the soil may 
need. 

A healthy lawn may still 
contain some wildflowers and 
weeds, but will also support 
beneficial insects and birds 
that will help to prevent major 
infestations of grubs. 

According to Walsh, an 
organic lawn will have more 
weeds early on, but over time 
there will be fewer weeds. 

Think about landscaping 
part of the lawn area with a 
diverse selection of native 
plants, hardy flowers, ground 
covers, clover, trees and 
shrubs.

The novice gardener, may 
want to look into disease-resis- 
tant varieties and those that 
require less maintenance. 

2. Sunny spots with well- 
drained soil are the best homes 
for a rose gardens, advises 
Taylor’s Master Guide to Gar- 
dening (Houghton Mifflin 
Co.) by Roger Holmes and 
Rita Buchanan. They need at 
least half a day of sun to stay 
healthy. 

3. The ideal soil has a pH 
level — the amount of acid in 
the soil — of 5.5 to 7.0, accord- 


ing to the Home and Garden 
Showplace, a garden center in 
Murfeesboro, Tenn. (Test kits 
are available at most garden 
centers Or nurseries. ) 

4. The first step to planting 
a rose garden is to remove soil 
from an area 18 to 24 inches 
wide and 24 inches deep. Add 
organic matter like manure 
and lime to help nourish the 
roots. When ready to actually 
plant the roses, soak the roots 
in water or puddled clay 
(available in most garden cen- 
ters Or nurseries) for several 
minutes. Cut off root ends that 
are broken or damaged 
they'll be hanging by a few 
hairs. Check with a gardening 
professional or a gardening 
encyclopedia about how much 
spacing to leave between rose 
plants because it varies by 
number and variety 

5. Never leave rose plants 
strewn about while waiting to 
be planted. The roots can dry 
up and die if exposed to air 
even briefly. Instead, keep them 
covered with soil or water 
while planting the others

four weeks after planting the

8. Before pruning, always 
coat the shears in an equal 
parts water and bleach mixture 
to protect your roses against 
bugs and diseases 

9, Spring 1s the best time for 
planting roses. TO make sure a 
rose garden stands out, plant 
other seasonal plants, such as 
spring bulbs or low-growing 
summer flowers like marigolds 

10. The best rose gardens are 
truly treated with tender, loving 
care. Take the time to take care 
of anew garden. The old mytt

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Practice safety while at work on 
lawn, garden and home projects 


(WMS) — Whether it’s clip- 
ping, cutting, mulching or 
mowing, chances are home- 
owners will be using motor- 
ized equipment or tools for 
their spring cleaning, lawn and 
garden maintenance or home- 
improvement projects. While 
powerful electric or gasoline 
motors with whirling metal 
blades or grinding, razor-sharp 
teeth make many household 
chores easier, they can also 
make them dangerous. 

According to Underwriters 
Laboratories Inc., in the US, 
approximately 78,000 people 
make hospital visits each year 
because of lawn-mower 
mishaps; an estimated 84,000 
victims are treated in emer- 
gency rooms after power saw 
accidents and more than 
90,000 injuries occur with 
lawn and garden equipment. 

The safety professionals at 
Underwriters Laboratories Inc. 
(UL) recommend that people 
follow these safety precautions 
when using lawn and garden 
equipment and power saws: 


Lawn mowers 

* Before operating a mower, 
make sure to read the owner’s 
manual thoroughly, noting all 
safety and operating instruc- 
tions. Learn the controls well 
enough to stop the machine 
quickly in an emergency. 

* If using a gasoline-fueled 
mower, store the gas in a safe- 
ty can. Fill the mower outside, 
away from possible ignition 
sources. Before starting the 
mower, be sure it is on level 
ground and disengage all 
clutches. 


* Always start the mower 
outdoors. Never operate the 
mower where carbon monox- 
ide can collect, such as in a 
closed garage, storage shed or 
basement. 


* Electrically powered lawn 
mowers should not be used on 
wet grass. Use an extension 


cord designed for the outdoors 
and rated for the power needs 
of the mower. To reduce the 
risk of cutting the cord while 
mowing, start mowing in the 
area nearest the electrical out- 
let, then mow away from the 
outlet so the power cord will 
be behind the mower. 


* Make sure all safety 
guards are in place and keep 
the mower’s blades sharp. If a 
foreign object is hit or there is 
a mower malfunction, turn off 
the mower and disconnect the 
power cord before inspecting 
for damage. 


* Keep hands and feet away 
from the mower’s blades. 
Never reach under the mower 
while it’s in operation, and 
make all adjustments with the 
motor off. 


* Safe footwear is impor- 
tant, especially with walk- 
behind mowers. Shoes should 
provide good traction to 
reduce slipping and have stur- 
dy soles to resist punctures. 
Never work barefoot, in san- 
dals or in canvas shoes. 

¢ Never leave a lawn mower 
on while unattended. Curious 
children, eager to help, may 
get injured. 


Lawn and garden tools 

* Before using any appli- 
ance or tool, read and follow 
the manufacturer’s use and 
care instructions. 


* Look for the familiar UL 
Listing Mark before purchas- 
ing a power tool, garden appli- 
ance or any other electrical 
product. The seal indicates the 
product has been tested for 
fire, electric shock and related 
safety hazards. 


* Before each use, inspect 
power tools and electric gar- 
den appliances for frayed 
power cords and cracked or 
broken casings. If the product 
is damaged, don’t use it or 
attempt to repair it. Return the

* Keep clothing, hands and 
feet away from cutting blades 
at all times. Never wear jewel- 
ry when working with tools. 
Always wear safety glasses. 

* Pay attention to warning 
markings. Don’t allow tools to 
get wet unless they are labeled 
immersible. When using tools 
outside, make sure they are 
appropriate for outdoor use. 


* Use only properly rated 
outdoor extension cords with 
outdoor electrical tools. Make 
sure the power tool or garden 
appliance is off before plug- 
ging it in. Keep the cord away 
from heat, oil and sharp edges. 

* Unplug all portable elec- 
trically operated power tools 
when not in use. These tools 
contain electricity even when 
turned off but still plugged in. 


* Use and store power tools 
and garden appliances away 
from water sources to avoid 
electric shock. Never use 
power tools and appliances in 
the rain. 

* Have a qualified techni- 
cian install ground fault circuit 
interrupter (GFCI) receptacles 
in all outdoor outlets. Test your 
GFCIs monthly. 

* Never carry an appliance 
by the cord. Always grasp the 
plug — not the wire, before 
removing a cord from a recep- 
tacle. 


Power saws 


* A blade guard is a necessity. 
People should buy a saw with 
the guard they feel most com- 
fortable using, and keep it on at 
all times. Some types, such as 
sabre saws, cannot be designed 
with a guard; be especially care- 
ful to avoid contact with the 
blade. Before operating saws 
with guards, make sure they are 
in place and working properly. 


* Make sure the power saw

When finished, turn off the 
motor. Make sure the blade is 
stopped and unplugged before 
cleaning around the saw. 

* Always wait for the saw 
blade to stop before pulling 
away from a cut to avoid kick- 


,back. Kickback can occur 


when the blade jams or binds 
in the wood and throws the saw 
toward the operator (portable 
power saws) or the wood 
toward the operator (stationary 
equipment). 


* While operating the saw, 
keep the cord away from the 
cutting area and position it so 
that it will not be caught on the 
work piece. 

* Make sure to use the right 
saw for the task. For example, 
don’t use a circular saw for cut- 
ting tree limbs or logs. A chain 
saw is the appropriate tool in 
this case. 


* A properly sharpened saw 
blade provides better and safer 
performance. Sharp blades 
minimize stalling and kick- 
back. Saw blades that are 
chipped, bent, or damaged 
should be discarded immedi- 
ately. 


* Use clamps or a vise to 
hold work in place. 


* Keep children away from 
the work area and equipment 
at all times. 

* Use rubber or other non- 
slip matting around the work 
area to prevent trips and falls. 
Keep the floor clean. 

* Don’t wear watches, 
bracelets and long sleeves 
while cutting. They can get 
caught in the saw’s moving 
parts. 


* When using an extension 
cord with a saw, make sure it’s 
in good condition and is heavy 
enough to carry the current 
product will draw.

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Express yourself with a themed container garden

(MS) — Container gardening 
is one of the easiest and least 
expensive forms of gardening. 
It provides tremendous flexi- 
bility for people living in a 
house, condo or an apartment. 
Containers are a quick way to 
add color or style to any decor, 
because not only can they be 
moved easily and rearranged 
seasonally, they are a perfect 
way to create themes and a 
great way to express a garden- 
er’s unique creativity, 

Most of the steps for a con- 
tainer garden follow the same 
format: select a theme, choose 
the appropriate container and 
identify the wanted plants and 
flowers. First, fill the chosen 
container one-third full with 
potting soil and position the 
plants until the desired effect is 
reached. Then, one by one, 
remove the plants from their 
Original containers, loosen 
some of their roots with a 
trowel and place the plants into 
the new container. Fill it with 
more potting soil until nearly 
full, then thoroughly water the 
new plants or flowers. Using a 
potting mix that contains fertil- 
izer, gives plants a vital initial 


dose of nutrients when they are 
first planted. After 30 days, it’s 
recommended to continue feed- 
ing with a fertilizer-like) plant 
food to maintain lush growth. 

There are several themes 
around which one can easily 
create a container garden. 
Those who enjoy cooking can 
make a container garden with 
all the ingredients for a 
favorite pizza or salsa recipe. 
To build upon a theme, use a 
pot with a Mediterranean- or 
Mexican-influenced design. 
To begin, fill a large container 
complete with drainage hole 
one-third full of potting soil. 
Then, plant one pepper plant 
(hot or mild), one tomato, 
basil, some garlic and onions 
or shallots. 

A cactus container garden is 
also a unique way to add flare 
to a home. Cacti and other suc- 
culent plants have shallow, 
wide-spreading root systems 
designed to make use of dew, 
rather than deeply soaking 
rains. That's why a wide, shal- 
low container or saucer works 
best for this kind of project. To 
plant cacti, add a half-inch layer 
of charcoal to the bottom of the 
container and add a cactus pot- 


ting soil. Utilize a Southwest- 
ern-inspired pot to highlight 
your cactus container garden. 
A relaxation container gar- 
den is an inexpensive, easy 
way to add a sense of serenity 
to any home. Choose plants 
and flowers in cool colors 
such as blue, green and purple, 
or Create an aromatherapy gar- 
den with a container full of 


lavender or rosemary. Placed
